KOSCIUSKOS HEART

A few days ago tho brief an-

nouncement
¬

was made that the
heart of Kosciusko had been re
moved from its old resting place
in a private chapel at Vczia near
Lugano and placed in the great
Polish museum at Rappcrswyll
It was a small item in these days
of sensational news probably no-

ticed
¬

by few Yet it was rich in
suggestion of romance and of pa-

thos
¬

both personal and national
There are not many more attjac
tive figures in modern history than
that of Thaddcus Kosciusko
There are few people in the world
whose later story is more tragic
than that of tho Poles They
may well be remembered amid
the woes of Armenia and the atroc-
ities

¬

in China a people of rare
genius and culture overborne by
a less civilized Power and crushed
to the earth by sheer brutality
The nation that adorned the world
with the art ot a Mickiewicz a
Zalewski a Chopin a Modjeska
a Paderewskl is not to be for
gotten

It will be remembered that the
militant career of Kosciusko
yhich opened in our own Revolu-

tion

¬

ended atMaciejowicc There
hp was wounded and captured by
the Russians but neither there
nor elsewhere did he over utter
the wretched indeed tlie in-

famous
¬

Finis Poloniaol which
De Seffur attributed to him Years
afterward after he had refused
most tempting bribes to renounce
the Polish cause and enter the
Russian service he was liberated
from prison and went to liye in
England in Italy and in Paris
In Paris ho made tho acquaintance
p4thc Swiss charge daffaires M
do Zellncr went home with him
to Soleta and spent the remainder
of his life there After his death
his body was buried at Cracow by
the side of that of tho illustrious
Spbieski M do Zcltner how-
ever

expressed by Kosciusko removed
the heart from the bodycmbalmed
it and retained it as a most pre-
cious

possession Years later M
de Zeltners daughter at whose
christening Kosciusko had stood
as her godfather was married to a
member of the noble Morosini
family and received tho Heart
from her father as a wedding gift

The unique relic has now been
deposited in what will doubtless be
its permanent rcstingplace Thq
museum at RappersWyll was
founded by Count Stanislans
Plater with such remains of his
fortune as he was able to carry

Making all allowances for dam-
ages

¬

to the crop during August
tne yield will probably aggregate
at feast 2300000000 bushels
The largest previous yields were
2060154000 bushels in 1891 and
2113092000 bushels in 1009
Much has been heard lately of
how greatly such a crop will en-

rich

the farmer and country but
the more enthusiastic prohets have
overlooked the question of price
It often happens in proof of an
old economic demonstration that
short crops will bring a larger ag-

gregate

crop The unprecedented corn
yield of 1880 had a farm value
